The 
following ia a full extract of the decree 
proper, without the preamble, article by 
article: 


Article I. The laws of March 15, 


1895, will be amplified in accordance 
with the following rules, which will bo 
developed iu by-lawV':'-, 


Rule 1. The municipalities and as* 


Beinblies of tho six provinces ot tbe 
island ot Cuba (Pinar del Bio, Havana, 
Matanzas, Santa Clara, Puerto Priucipo 
and Santiago do Cuba) wU enjoy all the 
liberties compatible with the laws and 
the respect of individual rights. The 
aaaemblies will have the right to elect 
their presidents. 
In each assembly thera will be an ex- 


ecutive committee elected by the assem- 
bly every BIS months and its president 
will bo elected by aaid committee. 


The mayors, and deputy mayors will 


be elected by tho municipaliliea from 
amongst tho members. They will exer- 
cise withoat limitation the active func- 
tions of tbe municipal adminiBtrution

WASHINOTOX, February 5.—The con-

The 
requirements in tbe first report that 1m- 
migranta shall road "tho English lan- 
guage or the language of their native or 
resident country," ia changed so aa to 
require tbem only to rend "the Enpliah 
language or some other language."
